The present invention of claims 25 - 47 is directed to an information recording 
apparatus for multiplexing and recording an entire stream including a plurality of portion 
streams, each of which comprises content information constructing a series of contents, 
onto an information recording medium by a unit of packet, which is a physically 
accessible unit 

Independent claims 25, 34, 35, 36, 39, 40, 44, 45, 46 and 47 identify the 

unique distinct feature " discontinuity information for indicating a discontinuous condition 

of a serial number of the plurality of packets corresponding to a recording order upon 

multiplexing-and-recording is given to said related group definition information 

commonly with respect to a plurality of related groups, the discontinuous condition being 

generated by a lack of the packet upon editing after the multiplexing-and-recording, with 

respect to the serial number ." 

The closet prior art, Kato et al (US 6950604) discloses discontinuity information 

is unified and written with respect to the plurality of related groups (col 5, lines 51 - 58) 

however Kato does not disclose indicating a discontinuous condition with respect to a 

serial number nor corresponding to recording order upon multiplexing. 

Hence claims 25, 34, 35, 36, 39, 40, 44, 45, 46 and 47 are allowed. 

Therefore all dependent claims are also allowed. 
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Therefore claims 25 - 47 are allowed over prior art.
